Mechanics Don’t Need a 


License To Work— Yet! 


Some time ago you reported on a program to require all 
auto mechanics in California to be licensed by the state. You 
should be advised that automobile mechanics are required to 
be licensed by the State of California now. The examinations 
are about as tough as any I’ve seen. 
It is illegal for any man to work on an automobile tune-up, 
distributor, carburetor, or any device that has to do with ex­ 
haust or crankcase emissions unless that man has a Class A 
license issued by the state. You cannot legally adjust your own 
carburetor. 
Licenses are issued, after examinations are passed with a 
score of at least 80 per cent on lights and legal lamp equip­ 
ment, brakes, crankcase pollution systems, exhaust and vapor 
systems. 
It is almost impossible to obtain a job as an automobile 
mechanic in any authorized agency unless you have at least 
one Class A mechanic’s license. All mechanics in authorized 
agencies take examinations issued by the auto manufacturer 
every other month or so, and on all subjects. 
Nearly all attend school at least once a year, some two or 
three times. 
You cannot legally perform a tune-up job on any automobile 
manufactured since 1966 without a Class A license, or unless 
that agency or station has a license. If you have a Class A 
license and the station or dealer does NOT have a Class A 
license, you cannot do a tune-up on that car. And the dealer or 
station cannot have a license unless there is at least ONE 
licensed mechanic employed.—R.P., Pomona. 


First, we cannot accept your initial statem ent that "auto 
mechanics are required to be licensed in the State) of Califor­ 
nia.” Auto mechanics who do tune-up work in a shop licensed 
by the state to perform air pollution system inspections, certi­ 
fications and repairs are indeed required to have a Class A 
license. 
But the Independent G arage Owners of California reports 
that there are just over 7,000 shops so licensed in California, 
with more than 30,000 who are not required to be licensed and 
whose unlicensed mechamcs may perform tuneups or any oth­ 
er kind of auto repair. 
IGO executive vice president Peter S. Carberry also chal­ 
lenges your second statem ent claiming it is illegal for any 
m an to work on the exhaust-crankcase emissions devices or 
carburetor of his own car. Carberry states that the only tim e 
you cannot legally do such work is when you are employed in 
a shop which does have a Class A license to perform the air 
pollution system inspections, certifications and repairs. 
Your statem ents on the issuance of licenses after exam­ 
inations are passed are certainly correct, but the only persons 
required! to take the examinations are those who want to work 
in an official air pollution inspection station, or those stations 
which are licensed to inspect brakes and lights. The over­ 
whelming m ajority of mechanics in California do not have, nor 
are they required to have, such licenses. 
The examinations in the air pollution, lights and brake areas 
given by the California Highway Patrol to those mechanics 
employed in the inspection stations are certainly a move in the 
direction of total m andatory certification for mechanics, which 
is a high-priority goal of the IGO and an increasing consumer 
goal. 
The CHP examinations have, to some extent, served notice 
on the auto repair industry to prepare for eventual m andatory 
certification. 
In fact, the IGO contends that the CHP examinations, more 
than any other single factor, have established the need' for 
m andatory certification. IGO’s Carberry told Action Line that 
when the CHP first launched its licensing program, the pas­ 
sing ratio by mechanics was very poor indeed—less than 50 
per cent in some areas of the state. 
In the first several years of the program, Carberry said, 
more than half of the applicants had to take the exam s two 
and even three tim es before finally passing. These men were 
often veteran mechanics, and their test scores indicated glar­ 
ing incompetence in the field, Carberry contends. 
And C arberry claim s it is possible to pass the CHP exam ­ 
inations without being truly competent. In the certification pro­ 
gram for mechanics designed by IGO, a three-ply examination 
(written, oral and manipulative, in each of nine different cate­ 
gories is given before certification is granted. 
This is the profile of the m andatory certification the IGO 
association envisions when all concerned—legislators, the news 
media, and the various segments of the auto repair industry 
itself—are convinced that anything less than mandatory certifi­ 
cation is not desirable, Carberry emphasized. 
I he licensing you describe still affects only about 18 per cent 
of the state’s auto repair agencies, according to the IGO re ­ 
port. It is a start.

Such fire hazard situ it on i should be reported to the. city 
department of sanitation. We checked with the departm ent 
superintendent, Richard H. Clark, and learned that the lot was 
cleared by its owner in June after it was posted for clearance 
in April in the annual weed abatem ent program of the sanita­ 
tion department. 
As a result of your complaint, forwarded to Clark by Action 
Line, the lot has been placed on a list of properties to be 
inspected lor possible fall weed abatement. The sanitation de­ 
partm ent clears or requires clearance of properties tg second 
time within a year only in isolated cases.

POMONA — A group of 
welfare mothers have recog­ 
nized a need and are not rel­ 
ying on others to satisfy it. 
The problem of food short­ 
age and poverty is readily ac­ 
cepted as a condition on the 
foreign shores of Africa and 
Asia. Mrs. Henry Ella Smith 
and several others, however, 
are aw are that lack of food 
also exists in Pomona Valley 
families. 
Through their efforts and 
ideas, 
the 
Pomona 
Valley 
Community Food Pantry was 
founded to provide tem pora­ 
ry, emergency assistance to 
low income families. Their 
first priority is food. The sec­ 
ondary 
goal 
is 
promoting 
communication 
between 
all 
mem bers of the community 
on aspects of need that is not 
based on race, creed or color. 


Requests for Help 
Mrs. Smith’s idea for the 
organization 
stem m ed 
from 
numerous phone calls request­ 
ing help and food, particular­ 
ly on the weekends, 
from 
those who could not contact 
local welfare departm ent or 
were 
not qualified 
for 
its 
services. 
Mrs. Smith is a m em ber of 
the 
Welfare 
Rights 
Organ- 
i z a t i o n , which is welfare 
recipients’ principal teacher 
on county and state regula­ 
tions governing welfare and 
the rights of low-income per­ 
sons. 
She 
often 
found 
herself 
serving 
as 
a 
go-between, 
sometimes to no avail. 
Therefore, with the idea of 
self-help in mind and a desire 
to help those less fortunate 
and dispel the characteriza­ 
tion of welfare recipients as 
lazy, she began organizational 
meetings 
in 
March. 
Mrs. 
Smith offered her garage at 
822 V assar St. and the pantry 
opened in May. 
Why did they choose the 
nam e "pantry” ? 
"M ainly because people as­ 
sociated food with the place 
of storage, which is a pantry. 
We wanted to have a nam e 
that appeals to people and yet 
makes then aw are it renders 
a specific service,” she ex­ 
plained. 


Since its May opening, the 
pantry has served more than 
35 families. The largest fami­ 
ly helped had nine members 
and the sm allest, three. 


Serving families with an av­ 
erage size of eight people, the 
pantry usually gives enough 
food to provide three regular 
m eals per day from Friday 
night to Monday morning—or 
until the necessaiy agency 
can be reached. 
"M ost of the tim e food isn t 
the only problem that they 
have. 
It’s 
the 
immediate 
problem, but not the 
only 
one,” she said. 
As chairm an of the advis­ 
ory com m ittee to the group, 
Mrs. Smith coordinates the 
counseling and extended re- 
f e r r a l system with other 
agencies and persons: 
Pete 
West of the South Hills Neigh­ 
borhood Service Center, pub­ 
lic utilities 
companies, 
the 
Departm ent of Public Social 
Services, the Departm ent of 
H u m a n 
Resources Devel­ 
opment and w hatever agency 
or group that will provide the 
help needed. 
The committee also consists 
of Mrs. Alice Bridges, welfare 
m o t h e r ; 
Gloria Buis and 
Charles Fooks, social work­ 
ers; Elaine Hutchison, com­ 
munity relations coordinator 
wtht the wefare departm ent; 
Mrs. 
Clarice 
Jones, 
chair­ 
man of the Welfare Rights 
Organization; 
Jerry 
Lach- 
aussee, adm inistrator w i t h 
the DPSS; Willard Peterson, 
director of social worker vol­ 
unteers in DPSS; and Mrs. 
Roberta 
Walker, 
executive 
chairm an of WRO. 
The welfare mothers act as 
volunteers for all work that 
has to be done. With a grape­ 
vine communication and cam ­ 
paign, most of the canned and 
dry goods have come from 
t h e s h e l v e s of welfare 
recipients, viewed by many 
in the com munity as 
non­ 
doers, 
indifferent 
and 
un­ 
concerned. 
Yet 
with 
Mrs. 
Smith as the central force 
and 
example 
their 
efforts 
have been tireless and willing. 
A widow with 12 children, Mrs. 
Smith knows what motivates 
men and women to come to 
the 
pantry 
for 
em ergency 
help. 


"M ost come because there 
is no food for their children,” 
she says. The main cry is 
‘What are my kids going to 
do?’ Which is how I’ve felt at 
tim es.” " I’ve felt that I could 
weather the storm, but was 
concerned about my children. 
I can understand the need 
that motivates the people who 
come here,” she said. 


The pantry provides em er­ 
gency assistance to low in­ 
come 
familes, 
the 
unem­ 
p l o y e d , welfare recipients, 
a n d 
"anyone 
who 
needs 
help.” 


Men laid off from a job 
cannot receive welfare assis­ 
tance until they are unem­ 
ployed for at least 30 days; 
and the red tape of unemploy­ 
ment benefits often compli­ 
cates getting immediate help 
for some. Some families pay 
pressing utility or other bills 
and are then without funds to 
purchase food. 
Blacks, Mexican-Americans 
and whites have equally ap­ 
pealed to the pantry because 
"w e are concerned with need 
r a t h e r than color,” Mrs. 
Smith said. 


"We pretty much take a 
person’s word. This is why we 
can help immediately because 
we don’t have 10,000 require­ 
ments. These can sometimes 
unwittingly operate to prevent 
a person from getting help,” 
she stated. 
She keeps a roster of those 
helped so that "people who 
donated food know that what 
they 
donated 
is 
going 
to 
people who need it,” she said. 
On occasion, the sam e fam ­ 
ily has been assisted twice, 
but this was because the orig­ 
inal problems had not been 


resolved. 
Mrs. 
Smith 
m ust 
provide very human or prac­ 
tical 
reasons 
to 
the 
com­ 
mittee 
for those returning. 
Thus far, no one has misused 
the program. 
Two 
local 
m arkets 
have 
contributed food, Jenkins and 
Stater Brothers. In a special 
musical benefit to launch the 
opening of the pantry, actor 
Ed 
Nelson, 
Pomona 
City 
Councilman Charles W. Ba­ 
der and the Pomona Valley 
Community Choir appeared to 
promote the program.

At Loggerheads 
Over the Forests 


The farmer and the rancher no longer battle it out 
in the West. Today, the big controversy over land 
use is between the conservationist and the logger. 
More accurately, the controversy is between the 
“preservationists,” who would leave all untouched 
timberland in that state forever, inaccessible except 
by hardy hikers; and forest products companies, 
which employ the loggers and many others. 
Preservationists are urging President Noxon to is­ 
sue an executive order which would designate so­ 
mewhere between six million and 40 million acres of 
commercial timberlands in the national forests as 
“wilderness areas.” (Forty million acres is an area 
equal to that of New York, Massachusetts and Con­ 
necticut combined.) 
Opposing the protectionists in the National Forest 
Products Association, representing 21 companies 
nationwide. 
“The lands in question,” argues association execu­ 
tive vice president James R. Turnbull, “are already 
under study by various agencies of the government 
in compliance with the Wilderness Act of 1964. If 
they are suitable for classification as wilderness, 
these aeencies will so recommend. If they aren’t

Those who ardently advocate keeping more and 
more of out timberlands in a “forever wild” state 
don’t realize how much grief they are piling up for 
those who will inherit the results, says Fred C. Sim­ 
mons, a forester for 30 years with the U.S. Forest 
Service and now executive secretary of the North- 
esstem Loggers’ Association. 
Our descendants will not only find the “pre­ 
served” stands inferior economically and esthetical- 
ly, he says, but also pretty much biological de­ 
serts—unless we are willing to permit the vast wil­ 
dfires by which Mother Nature harvested and im­ 
proved the forest before the coming of the white 
hian. 
Turnbull’s and Simmons’ opinions may possibly 
be dismissed as biased. Not so that of con­ 
servationist William Houseman, editor of The Envi- 
; ronmental Monthly. 
Houseman is distressed that major cooporations 
should despoil the environment and then lie about it 
for money-grubbing reasons. 
But he Is equally concerned about the “eco­ 
freaks’* who distrust the truth to promote their selfish, 
• often sanctimonious interests. 
On a recent trip to the Northwest with other jour­ 
nalists, Houseman saw magnificent forests, some pri­ 
vate, some public, some open to cornmerical log­ 
ging, some wild forever, some that had been abused 
by man and some by nature. 
He saw virgin forests full of snags and devoid of 
wildlife, and 80-year-old new-growth forest that 
looked more virgin than virgin forests. 
If what he saw proves anything at all, says 
Houseman, it is that unless conservationists are un­ 
willing to concede that any tree might be harvested, 
they should eschew the environmental grandstand 
play. 
Eventually, the tree-lover and the tree-logger will 
learn to get along with one another. They are, after 
all, both Interested in the same thing—the wisest 
possible use of this most beautiful of nature’s re­ 
sources. 


Novel Idea on 
Frozen Wages 


Credit a university professor with an idea which, 
if nothing else, could take the wind out of the sails of 
some labor leaders who are complaining that Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s freeze on wages is permitting emplo­ 
yers to “pocket” money that rightfully belongs to 
workers. 
Why not put these scheduled but postponed wage 
increases into a sort of escrow account in the U.S. 
Treasury? suggests Dr. Gene Lynch, associate pro­ 
fessor of finance at the University of Arkansas. 
Negotiated wage and salary increases not being 
paid to workers could be deposited with the Treas­ 
ury as a credit against workers’ future tax liabi­ 
lities, he says. In this way, pay increases would 
either take the form of tax refunds or reduced with­ 
holdings, depending upon economic conditions at the 
time. If necessary, the tax credit could be spread 
over a period of one to three years. 
“Stopping inflation is our No. 1 priority,” says 
Lynch, “but attempts to void wage and salary con­ 
tracts In the process would be inequitable,” 
There is one fly in the ointment, unfortunately. 
In many cases, companies granted wage increases 
in 1he expectation of raising prices. With prices fro­ 
zen along with raises, they would be unable to pay 
the higher wages, either directly to workers or into 
the Treasury. 
Nevertheless, the idea is a different and intriguing 
approach to the problem of how workers can have 
their wage cuke and not see it all eaten uwuy in a 
renewed burst of inllation.

Now, presumably, the surtax 
will apply to the output of the 
plants coordinated with those 
south of the border 
which 
m eans a decided disadvantage. 
You hear talk already of plants 
having to close down. 
Favorable Balance 
It is true that for three 
years Canada has had a fav­ 
orable balance of trade with 
the United States. The balance 
has been about $300 million. 
But for m any years the favor­ 
able balance was in the other 
direction. In 1964 and ’85 it 
was $800 million on the Amer­ 
ican side. 
The outcome in the past 
three years has been partly 
the luck of the draw. The big 
American 
motor 
companies 
that operate in Canada as­ 
signed to Canadian plants the 
Pinto, the Dart and the Ma­ 
verick. These low-priced cars 
sold far better than had been 
expected. 
Of Canada’s total gross na­ 
tional product 25 per cent, or 
$17 billion, is in exports. Of 
this, nearly $10 billion goes to 
the American m arket. In re­ 
turn the United States puts 
about $10 billion into the Can­ 
adian m arket which 
repre­ 
sents roughly 28 per cent of 
all 
that 
the United 
States 
sends out In trade and travel. 


Postal Rate Increases Not 
Affected by Nixon's Freeze 


The only postal patrons who 
will benefit from President 
Nixon’s crackdown on prices 
and wages will be the bulk 
mailers who dump third-class 
junk mail on your doorstep. 
A 
few 
days 
ago, 
White 
House aides questioned whe­ 
ther the new postal rate in­ 
creases which went into effect 
last May 16, should be res­ 
cinded to bring the Postal 
Service into conformity with 
the spirit of the President’s 
economic turnabout. 
The increases are supposed 
to be “ tem porary” until the 
newly created Postal 
Rate 
Commission can decide what 
to do about perm anent rate 
hikes. Some presidential ad­ 
visers felt, therefore, that the 
higher postage rates should 
be rolled back. 
Now the 
plan 
has 
been 
dropped, and the Postal Serv­ 
ice’s only contribution to the 
national 
belt-tightening 
will 
consist of postponing until af­ 
ter the freeze an additional 30 
per cent increase in third- 
class, junk mail rates, orig­ 
inally planned for Sept. 15.

Doug Kennedy’s Ordeal 
The civil w ar in the Do­ 
rn i n i c a n Republic, which 
brought in the U.S. Marines 
to prevent another Cuba, has 
become little more than a 
footnote in history. But for 
two brave newsmen who co­ 
vered it, the brief, bloody war 
rem ains a story of horror. 


The Miami Herald’s corres­ 
pondent Al 
Burt 
and 
pho­ 
tographer Doug Kennedy did 
not cover the war, as some of 
their colleagues did, from the 
dimply opulent barroom of 
the Hotel El Em bajador. 
On May 6, 1965, they were 
out on the hot streets in a 
rented c a r with a hired dri­ 
ver, seeking out the action 
which flared first here and 
then there like swamp fires. 
At one U.S. check point, 
their panicky driver threw 
the car into reverse and the 
y o u n g , frightened Marines 
m a n n i n g 
the 
barricade 
opened fire with 
automatic 
weapons. 


Burt 
staggered, 
bleeding, 
from the car to implore help 
from the Marines for his bul­ 
let-riddled comrade. The Ma­ 
rines, shockingly, refused. 
A fellow American reporter 
rushed on the scene with the 
aid of a Dominican soldier 
managed to save Doug Ken­ 
nedy with first aid. Both vic­ 
tim s 
suffered 
disabling 
in­ 
juries. 
This past May, almost six 
years to the day after the 
senseless shootings, a federal 
Court of Claims judge ruled 
the 
M arines 
had 
“demon­ 
strated inexperience, lack of 
professional poise, 
careless­ 
ness (and) poor fire control” 
among other m ilitary failings. 
The coterie of correspondents 
who had been in Santo Do­ 
mingo on that sultry day, and 
had investigated the incident, 
including m y associate Les 
W h i t t e n , 
said 
a 
silent 
“ Amen” to the verdict. 
An award to Kennedy of 
$100,000 and Burt of $75,000 
seemed 
small 
enough 
for 
their 
lives 
of 
pain. 
Mean­ 
while, tragedy struck down 
Kennedy again. Only a few 
days before the award, he 
was operated on for a malig­ 
nant brain tum or at Mayo 
Clinic. At best, his outlook is 
not good. 
Neither of the two men had 
sensationalized 
their 
story. 
They told it with dignity, even 
with compassion for the raw 
young M arines whose nervous 
fire maimed them . They had 
every right 
to 
expect 
the 
sam e 
fair 
treatm ent 
from 
their government. 
Instead, their thanks from 
the Justice D epartm ent cam e 
in the form of a callous ruling

E m p l o y m e n t 
Program 
(PEP). 
Earlier, the department ap­ 
proved an initial grant of $46,- 
480 to permit the city to get 
the program rolling. 
The application calls for the 
creation of 18 additional new 
job openings—seven with the 
Pomona Unified School Dis­ 
trict and 11 with city govern­ 
ment. 
Eligible for $233.900 
City government, as pro­ 
gram agent, is eligible to re­ 
ceive $233,900 in PEP funds. 
The seven positions prop­ 
osed for the school district in­ 


clude those for a carpenter- 
glazer, four custodians, a re­ 
medial reading teacher, and a 
painter.

The recipients who are cha­ 
racterized as lazy are the 
workers and organizers 
of 
this project. This is a prob­ 
lem that the community has 
to solve in order to work to­ 
gether and relate to one ano­ 
ther”. 
Groups Can Help 
“This is an opportunity for 
groups who are looking for 
projects to have one through 
us," she added. 
Contributions are also ham­ 
pered 
because 
the 
pantry 


does not possess tax-deduc- 
itible status nor is it incorpo­ 
rated yet. Mrs. Smith said 
that the group is attempting 
to 
incorporate, 
but 
with 
such a move it will be neces­ 
sary to obtain sufficient fun­ 
ding or contributions to meet 
additional expenses of an in­ 
corporated body. 
The group holds a permit 
for solicitation from the city, 
but 
because 
all 
work 
is 
strictly volunteer and geared) 
to those volunteers’ schedules, 
it is still somewhat restricted. 
Mrs. Smith stated that the 
personal 
contracts 
through 
phone calls and interviews 
w i t h various organizations 
and churches would be of 
greater value if they could be 
done by a staff with that 
single purpose.

Does the pantry plan to ex­ 
pand its operation? 
“Definitely,"

Mrs. Smith. She and the so­ 
cial worker listed areas that

DEAR NAN: 
I hope you can help me be­ 
cause I have looked every­ 
where and just can’t find the 
answer. 1 used to make a 
cake frosting that was out of 
this world but now I have for­ 
gotten how it was made. I 
have heard it called “Clever 
Judy’s Frosting.” It is made 
with 
bitter chocolate con­ 
f e c t i o n e r s sugar butter 
vnilla and I guess there must 
be something else by way of 
moisture. After mixing all 
the ingredients were set in a 
pan of ice water and beaten 
until it was cooled or someth­ 
ing. It was light and fluffy 
almost like a boiled icing. 
Just the most delicious frost­ 
ing you ever tasted. 
Portland, Maine, Reader 
When I have some recipe I 
ami crazy about I do every­ 
thing short of tattooing on my 
forehead. I always jot it down 
in at least two places right 
now. Although I have never 
heard it called Judy’s frosting 
I am sure I have what you 
are looking for. The recipe 
good for both fudge sauce and 
frosting is simply luscious. I 
wish I dared eat it more of­ 
ten. 
You will need 5 squares of 
unsweetened chocolate (1 oz. 
each) »4 cup butter or marga­ 
rine 3 cups unsifted con­ 
fectioners sugar 1 can (14>/2 
ounces) evaporated milk and 
1*4 teasp. vanilla. Melt choco­ 
late and butter preferably in 
the top of a double boiler to 
prevent scorching. Mix in su­ 
gar alternately with the milk. 
Bring to a boil over medium 
heat stirring constantly. Cook 
and stir for about 8 minutes 
or until thick and creamy. 
Take from heat stir in va­ 
nilla. 
Now this much makes the 
sauce 3 cups of it. It’s mar­ 
velous served warm on ice 
cream or cake slices. You 
can store any leftover in the 
refrigerator rewarm it for la­ 
ter use. Now here is your 
forsting. Cool two cups of the 
sauce to room temperature. 
Blend in 2 more cups con- 
f e c t i o n e r s sugar. This is 
enough to frost two 8 or 9 
inch cake layers but if you 
want to be lavish about it be 
a sport and use all 3 cups of 
the sauce plus enough more 
of the sugar to make good 
spreading cons consistency. 
This is one case where if a 
little is good a lot more is 
better. Here’s another idea 
for the sauce I almost forgot 
to tell you. It’s divine when 
you 
pour 
it 
over 
sliced 
peaches topping ice cream. 
Or when cooled try it la­ 
yered with ice cream and 
v a r i o u s fruits in parfait 
glasses.

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Housing Speaker 
Proposes Broader 
Credit for Buyers 


WASHINGTON, 
D.C.-The 
chief spokesman for the home 
building industry has called 
for a “dollars-for-people” pro­ 
gram that would make hous- 
i n g credit on reasonable 
terms readily available for 
more American families. 
John A. Stastny of Chicago, 
president of the National As­ 
sociation of Home Builders, 
said that in every money 
crisis such as is currently 
threatening the American fa­ 
milies seeking housing find 
themselves starved for a fair 
share of the supply of credit 
while other industries find it 
ample. 
Stastny said private thrift 
and lending institutions should 
pick up the signal flashed by 
the Administration in holding 
the line on mortgage interest 
rates. 
He praised the Department 
of Housing and Urban Devel­ 
opment for its decision, with 
Presidential authorization, to 
retain the 7 per cent FHA-VA 
interest rate ceiling and to 
support the market with pur­ 
chases of government insured 
and guaranteed mortgages. 
“ I am encouraged also by 
the announcement of Preston 
Martin, chairman of the Fed­ 
eral Home Loan Bank Board, 
that he is urging savings and 
loan associations to hold the 
line also against upward in­ 
terest rate pressure. 
“ In the interests of the con­ 
sumer and the American fa­ 
milies, we hope that the Sav­ 
ings and Loan lending institu­ 
tions, individually, would keep 
up what is a good pace in 
making 
mortgage 
commit­ 
ments to the nation’s families 
and to resist raising the rate. 
So far this year the savings 
and loans which are the lar­ 
gest single source of mort- 


gage credit for America’s 
housing—have done an excel­ 
lent job in making funds 
available at reasonable rates. 
We hope they continue the 
good work.” 
At the same time the hous­ 
ing industry calls upon the 
mutual savings banks, which 
traditionally have been a ma­ 
jor source of funds for FHA 
and VA mortgages, to return 
to their role of providing 
more mortgage credit for 
people in their investment 
practices, he said. 
“ In the first seven months 
of this year the mutual sav­ 
ings bank industry had a net 
gain in savings of about $6.4 
billion. This was far more 
than the net gain of $4.6 bil­ 
lion in all of last year. Yet 
the proportion of 
savings 
gains from consumers’ dollars 
is going less and less into 
safe and secure mortgage in­ 
vestments.” 
In the first six months of 
1970, about 30 per cent of the 
mutual savings banks’ invest­ 
ments were put into mortga­ 
ges. In the first six months of 
this year—when their savings 
gain was much larger—only 
26 per cent of investments 
went into mortgages, said 
Stastny. 
“ In contrast, the mutuals 
increased their proportion of 
investment in corporate secu­ 
rities to 59 per cent in the 
first six months of this year 
from 41 per cent in the simi­ 
lar period of 1970. 
The consumer savings dol­ 
lars which have ben diverted 
from the mortgage market 
obviously do little to help 
A m e r i c a n families obtain 
homes at rates they can af­ 
ford and do little to help the 
path toward economic recove­ 
ry, he said.

“ However, if a truck dri­ 
ver, for example, gets a 
raise, this in turn raises 
shipping costs and eventually 
is passed along until it gets to 
the homebuyer.”

Questions, Answers 
On the Rent Freeze 


The rent freeze which has 
been in effect since Aug. 15 is 
nor as difficult for realtors as 
first indicated, according to 
Walt Arnold, president of the 
Pomona Valley Board of Re­ 
altors. 
Allowances are being made 
for special situations, Arnold 
said. 
The National Association of 
Real Estate Boards has com­ 
piled the following list of 
questions and answers on the 
rent freeze: 
Q. We are considering leas­ 
ing an apartment which has 
been 
vacant 
or 
several 
months while repairs were 
made. The rent we have been 
quoted is higher than that 
paid by the last 
tenants. 
Shouldn’t the rent be the 
same as it was when the 
apartment was last occupied? 
A. No. The rent is frozen, 
but at the level for compa­ 
rable units in similar con­ 
dition of repair and improve­ 
ment which could be more 
than that paid by the previous 
tenants. 
Q. We 
have 
a 
vacation 
home which we rented for 
two months last year at $300 
a month. We have a chance 
to rent it this year for $350 a 
month. May we charge the 
higher rent under the freeze? 
A. The President’s executive 


order states that if no trans­ 
action occurred during the 30- 
day period ending Aug. 14, 
the ceiling will be the highest 
rent in the nearest 30-day pe­ 
riod in which transactions did 
occur. Thus, the rent would 
be frozen at the $300 per 
month level. 
Q. 1 made substantial im­ 
provements in an apartment I 
own and have increased the 
rent on Sept. 1 in consid­ 
eration of the improvements. 
May the rent increase go into 
effect? 
A. Yes. While the rent is 
still subject to the freeze or­ 
der, you may increase to le­ 
vels 
comparable 
to 
other 
units with similar improve­ 
ments. 
Q. The lease on my apart­ 
ment, which I have occupied 
for a year, states that I must 
pay 40 per cent of any in­ 
crease in real estate taxes on 
the property. These taxes are 
to go up on Oct. 1. Can the 
owner enforce the increase 
provision of the lease? 
A. Yes. The rent may be in­ 
creased to reflect increases in 
real state taxes.

POMONA — A dispute ov­ 
er an order of shnm p led to 


the fatal shooting of a tavern 


owner here early Saturday 
and the arrest of a patron on 


e ***arge of suspicion of m ur­ 
der. 
Police said Manuel Coelho 
Diaz, 45, owner of Ernie’s 
Tavern, 1047 E. 2nd St., died 
at Pomona Valley Community 
Hospital at 1:05 a.m. of two 
bullet wounds in the stomach. 
He had bren shot behind 
tiie tavern at 12:31 a.m., then 
walked buck into the tavern 


and collapsed near the bar, 
according to police reports. 
Officers arrested Bill Don 
Southerland, 29, 1554 S. Grove 
Ave., Ontario, at the bar. 
They said they found him 
standing near Diaz. A .32-cal­ 
iber, five-shot revolver was 
lying on a bar stool. A long 
piece of wood was at Diaz’ 
feet. 
m 
Police said Southerll'd ad­ 
mitted he shot Diaz, but had 
done so trying to defend him­ 
self. 
They said he pointed to the 
piece of wood at Diaz’ feet 


and told them: “ I shot him, 
but in self defense. He had 
a two-by-four.” 
A witness gave police this 


account. 
Southerland 
h a d 
been arguing with a waitress 
over whether he had ordered 
two pieces of shrimp or two 
shrimp dinners. 
When Diaz c a m e in the 
front door a few minutes lat­ 
er, Southerland took his com­ 
plaint to Diaz. Diaz tried to 
ignore him, answering “ I’m 
not the cook.” 
The witness said Souther- 


land then told Diaz not to ig­ 
nore him. The two began to 


argue. 
Southerland 
challen­ 
ged Diaz to a fight. 


Diaz walked to the roar of 
the tavern, picked up a piece 
of wood which was close by, 
opened the door and walked 
out, 
The witness said that South­ 
erland, with a pistol in his 
hand, followed Diaz outside. 
Bartender Houston Walters, 
31, told police he called to 
both men to come back in­ 
side and talk the situation 


out but they ignored him. 
Witnesses Differ 


The witness said he heard 
Diaz shout “Oh, no.” He said 
he yelled to Diaz that South­ 


erland had a gun and then, 
he said, two shots rang out. 
A second witness told police 
he heard four shots. 
Diaz stumbled back into the 
bar and collapsed. Souther­ 
land walked back inside and 
remained until police arrived, 
witnesses said. 
Diaz was taken to Pomona 
Valley 
Community 
Hospital 


where he died in the em er­ 
gency room. 
Police said they found three 
spent cartridges in Souther­ 
land’s revolver and one good 
one. 
The shooting cam e shortly 
after a bomb threat emptied 
the tavern.

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Meany: Labor Wants Voice in W age Control Plans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
AFL-CIO 
President 
George 
Meany says the price of labor 
support 
for

wage controls is a voice in 
planning 
and 
administering 
them plus “ equality of sacri­ 
fice” controls on prices profits 
interest rates dividends and 
other forms of income. 
Meany said organized labor 
will cooperate if for instance 
President Nixon sets up a tri­ 
partite board representing la­ 
bor 
management 
and 
the 
public-sim ilar to the War 
Labor Board of World War II 
on which Meany served—to 
pass on wage increases after 
the current 90-day wage-price 
freeze expires. 
“ I would say that would be 
a fair and equitable plan and 
we would buy it’* he said. 
But the 77-year-old labor 
chieftain 
said 
the 
admin­ 
istration would have let the 


board operate without govern- 
m e n t 
interference 
as 
in 
World War II. Also labor and 
management 
participation 
would have to be voluntary 
because government compul­ 
sion would put the nation on 
“ the road to fascism ” 
he 
said. 
It was the first time Meany 
has specified what type of 
postfreeze stabilization m eas­ 
ures he would go along with. 
He and other labor leaders 
have attacked Nixon’s wage- 
price 
freeze 
as 
unfair 
to 
workers because it does not 
extend to corporate profits 
and interest rates. 
T h e 
administration 
an­ 
nounced Friday that Nixon 
had ruled out an excess pro­ 
fits tax on business either 
during or after the freeze. 
Meany held a wide-ranging 
two-hour luncheon interview 
several days ago in a Wash­ 


ington hotel with eight labor 
reporters.

Human 
Risk 
From Radiation 
Worth $250,000 


LAS VEGAS (U PI)—Balancing radiation risk against the 
economics of public safety, a human life comes out with/ a 
value of $250,000 according to two scientists from the Law­ 
rence Radiation Laboratory in Livermore, Calif. 
“That's just a figure, however,” said Jerry J. Cohen, one of 
the authors of an article on the socioeconomic impact of tri­ 
tium presented at the Tritium Symposium here recently. 
“ If someone wants to say it’s really $1 million, I ’ll accept 
it,” he added. “ What I’m really after is an environmental 
evaluation.” 
Cohen and Gary H. Higgins arrived at the figure through 
various studies making use of a new unit called st: “ mer,” 
which stands for the amount of benefit required to justify 
exposing a man to one “ rem” or unit of absorbed! dosej of 
radiation. 
They arrived at a figure of 25 days of life, 2,000 miles of 
motor vehicle driving or $250 in cash per mer. The $250,000 
total come from the fact that it takes 1,000 rems to be fatal. 
The concept of the risk benefit balance “ has been something 
that everyone talked about but nobody did anything about,” 
Conen said. 
He said some scientists obiected to assigning values to low- 
level radiation doses (such as those from tritium, a radioac­ 
tive isotope of hydrogen) and' statistical human life for reasons 
ranging from morality objections to technical disputes “over 
linear extrapolation of radiation damage from high to low 
doses.” 
Although he said he agreed with the objections, particularly 
when each individual compares his own risk to his benefit, he 
said he was speaking about averages. 
Cohen said also that there was risk involved in everything, 
including crossing the street and “only in the use of nuclear 
energy do we find people who claim there can be no risks.” 
He added, “That seems preposterous to me. I think we are 
missing some good bets economically.” 
Cohen said nuclear projects or programs, conducted within 
limits established by maximum permissible concentration 
guidelines, should be implemented as long as the dollar value 
of benefits is appreciably greater* than the dollar figure on 
risks. 
“ We are vastly overreacting” as far as tritium is concerned, 
he said.

Budget Stalled 
The deadlock between the

The original June 30 budget 
deadline was missed. Now the 
Council must set a property 
tax rate by Sept. 7 or lose 
some $19 million in revenue.

Britain's Jobless Rate Mounts 
\ 


‘You’ve Got 


To Be 


Bloody Crazy 


To Strike 


These Days’ 


LONDON (UPl) —The way Giles Andrews sees it, nobody in 
his right mind would dream of going on strike in Britain right 
now, no matter what his grievance. 
“ Strike? You’ve got to be bloody crazy to strike these oa>s, 
the 27-year-old Cambridge University graduate said “ too many 
aren’t working already —including me.” 
Andrews is a journalist and a bachelor. He has been out of 
work for two months, picking up sporadic freelance work to 
help him scrape together the five pounds ($1?) weekly rent he 
pays to share a West London apartment with two others. 
“ You'd think the university education would help, 
he said. 
“ But no —London is full of free-lancers and there’s precious 
little work available.” 
Giles Andrews’ remarks mirror the mood of manyt British 
workers and employment officials at a time of the nation s 
highest unemployment figures in 30 years. The underlying atti­ 
tude seems to be, “ hang on to whatever job you've got and 
count yourself lucky to have it ” 
Labor analysts and employment officials say they see a rela­ 
tionship between this sort of thinking and recent government 
statistics showing strikes down by half from 1970. 
“ There’s a definite psychological factor in staying on the job 
these days,” said a spokesman for the giant Trade Unions 
Congress (TUC), Britain’s equivalent of the U.S. AFL-CIO. It 
represents some nine million workers. 
“ You don’t put your job in jeopardy by threatening to walk 
out when it’s already a bit in jeopardy,” he said. 
An official at the government Department! of Employment 
said just under 800,000 British workers were out of jobs in 
July. The total. 3.4 per cent of the nation’s work force, was the 
highest since 1940, he said. He noted, too, that there were only 
1,176 strikes across the country in the first six months of this 
year, a 50 per cent drop from the 2,355 registered during the 
same period a year ago. 
He declined to draw any conclusion from the figures. But 
Robert Cook, manager of the government’s employment ex­ 


change in Marylebone-Camden, a commercial district in North 
London, said he thought fear of unemployment was keeping 
many workers on the job. 
“ Any number of workers used to say ’to hell with it, I’m 
going to pack it in (quit) and move on,’ when they hit a bad 
patch,” said Cook. 
Machiniist Colin Harris, 32, was direct about his dis­ 
satisfaction with his current weekly salary of! 22.50 pounds 
($54). He pays 6.50 pounds a week alone for government-as­ 
sisted housing for himself, hia wife and three dhildrem. He’d 
like to look for more skilled work, perhaps as a welder. 
“ That could bring me an easy 10 quid (pounds —$24) more,” 
Harris said. “ But with so many others looking for jobs, I oan’t 
take the chance of leaving this one.” 
Government officials, pleased with their success in ending a 
two-month postal strike last March, are more confident now 
about handling industrial disputes. 
Some predict that, despite such problems as the Upperj Clyde 
Shipbuilders, where workers took over thd yards id protest 
against a government rejection of a request for more subsidy 
funds, tha worst problems with strikes are over. 
“ The government set its face againsit inflationary rises and 
took the fever out of the labor situation,” one official said. He 
attributed last winter’s labor “ militancy” to a reaction against 
partial wage and price restraints imposed during tha mid- 
1960s. 
Labor itself agreed on the reasons. 
“ When the government relaxed it, wa simply had to work 
our way through a period of wage claims, 
a TUC spokesman 
said. 
He was not so confident about future labor peace. 
“ Negotiations on a number of claims are not going well. The 
cost of living is still rising and often a genuine head of steam 
just boils over.” 
’ He paused, and added: “ Mostly people just aren’t disposed 
to being temperate.”

LONDON (U Pl) —H it' way Giles Andrews sees it, nobody in 
his right, mind would dream of going on strike in B ritain right 
now, no m atter w hat his grievance. 
“ Strike? You’ve got to be bloody crazy to strike these days, 
the 27-year-old C am bridge U niversity g raduate said “ too m any 
a re n ’t working alread y —including m e.’’ 
Andrews is a journalist and a bachelor. He h as been out of 
w ork for two m onths, picking up sporadic freelance works to 
help him scrape together the five pounds ($12) weekly rent he 
pays to share a W est London ap artm en t w ith two others. 
“ You'd think the university education would help,’’ he said. 
“ But no -L o n d o n is full of free-lancers and th e re's precious 
little work available." 
Giles A ndrews’ rem ark s m irro r the mood of many? B ritish 
w orkers and em ploym ent officials a t a tim e of th e nation’s 
highest unem ploym ent figures in 30 years. The underlying atti­ 
tude seem s to he, “ hang on to w hatever job you’ve got and 
count yourself lucky to have it.” 
L abor analysts and em ploym ent officials say they see a rela­ 
tionship between this sort of thinking and recent governm ent 
statistics showing strik es down by half from 1970. 
“ T h ere’s a definite psychological factor in staying on the job 
these days,” said a spokesm an for the giant T rad e Unions 
Congress (TUC), B ritain ’s equivalent of the U.S. AFL-CIO. It 
rep resen ts some nine million w orkers. 
"Y ou don’t put your job in jeopardy by threatening to w alk 
out w hen it’s already a bit in jeopardy,” he said. 
An official at the governm ent Departments of Em ploym ent 
said just under 800,000 B ritish w orkers w ere out of jobs in 
July. The total, 3.4 p er cent of the nation’s work force, w as the 
highest since 1940, he said. He noted, too, that th ere w ere only 
1,176 strikes across the country in the first six m onths of this 
y ear, a 50 per cent drop from the 2,355 registered during the 
sam e period a year ago. 
He declined to draw any conclusion from the figures. But 
R obert Cook, m an ag er of the governm ent’s em ploym ent ex- 


change in M arylebone-Cam den, a com m ercial district in North 
London, sand he thought fear of unem ploym ent w as keeping 
m any w orkers on the job. 
“ Any num ber of w orkers used to say ’to heli w ith it, I’m 
going to pack it in (quit) and m ove on,’ w hen they hit a bad 
p atch ,” said Cook. 
M achinist Colin 
H arris, 
32, 
w as direct about his dis­ 
satisfaction with his cu rren t w eekly sa la ry of 22.50 pounds 
($54). He pays 6.50 pounds a w eek alone for governm ent-as­ 
sisted housing for him self, hi9 w ife and th ree ohildrem. He’d 
like to look for m ore skilled work, perhaps as a w elder. 
“ T hat could bring m e an easy 10 quid (pounds —$24) m ore,” 
H arris said. “ But w ith so m any others looking for jobs, I c a n ’t 
take the chance of leaving this one.” 
G overnm ent officials, pleased w ith their success in ending a 
two-month postal strike last M arch, a re m ore confident now 
about handling industrial disputes. 
Some predict that, despite such problem s as the Upper! Clyde 
Shipbuilders, w here w orkers took over thd yards id protest 
against a governm ent rejection of a request for m ore subsidy 
funds, the w orst problem s w ith strik es a re over. 
“ The governm ent set its face against inflationary rises and 
took the fever out of the labor situation,” one official said. He 
attributed last w in ter’s labor “ m ilitancy” to a reaction against 
p artial wage and price re stra in ts im posed during the mid- 
1960s. 
Labor itself agreed on the reasons. 
“ When the governm ent relaxed it, we sim ply had to work 
our w ay through a period of w age claim s,” a TUC spokesm an 


said. 
He w as not so confident about future labor* peace. 
“ Negotiations on a num ber of claim s a re not going well. The 
cost of living is still rising and often a genuine head of steam 
ju st boils over.” 
He paused, and added: “ M ostly people just a ren ’t disposed 
to being tem p erate."

Proirrinent Hartford 
lawyers became embroiled in 
the fight over Pascuale’s lot­ 
tery money. Dozens of rela­ 
tives, most of! whom were as 
poor as 
he, 
demanded 
to 
share in the j money. 
Finally 
M/artinez 
became 
fed up and took his children 


back to Puerto Rico. He gave 
up the fight over the welfare 
payments and settled for $75,- 
000. But the fight isn’t over 
yet, since there are still taxes 
to be paid on his winnings.

Rico, American tax lawyers 
argue whether Pascuale Mar­ 
tinez will get a break.

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Morocco Weary Of Pot-Smoking Foreign Dropouts 


E S S A 0 I R A , 
Morocco 
(UPI)— The living is easy 
and drugs are cheap in this 
most beautiful of Moroccan 
coastal towns, which is why 
about 300 American aind Eu­ 
ropean young people now call 
it home. 
The tolerant locals, how­ 
ever, are becoming alarmed, 
the police are cracking down 
against the 
foreigners 
and 
there are signs their drug- 
oriented community may not 
last much longer., 
Hendrix Belliing, a 23-year- 
old religious studies major 
from Copenhagen University, 


is typical of the disenchanted 
youth who drifted to Morocco 
and then settled in this tiny 
village of whitewashed and 
blue shuttered buildings and 
sandy 
beaches 
two 
hours 
drive south of Rabat, 
de­ 
scribed by many Moroccans 
as the most beautiful of the 
nation’s coastal towns. 
Belling, who sports a long 
flowing beard, and dresses 
—as do all the foreigners here 
—in Levis or local Arab shirts 
and robes, stayed because he 
was short of money, and any­ 
way life was easy and cheap. 
He rents a tiny but clean 


room at the Hotel Les Amis, 
rendezvous 
for 
all 
newco­ 
mers, which costs him four 
dirhams (80 cents) a night. A 
double room rents for 12 dir­ 
hams $2.40 with no questions 
asked. 
Outside, on a brightly tiled 
balcony open to a sun which 
shines almost every day of 
the year, and below in a pri­ 
vate apartment, pot parties 
are in progress around the 
clock. 
The foreigners buy hashish 
for five dirhams 
($1) 
an 
ounce or the locally grown 
m a r i j u a m a , for half that 
price. 
Those staying permanently 
can rent seaview apartments 


for 
150 
dirhams 
($30) 
a 
month. 
“ Kids soon drop into an 
easy routine here,” Belling 
says. By mid-morning the fo­ 
reigners gather at the Cafe de 
France 
to sip coffee 
and 
“watch the scene.” They oc­ 
casionally break off “to do 
things,” a visit to a local tea­ 
house 
where 
they 
smoke 
hashish with the Arabs and 
sip mint tea. 
‘Hippie Bar’ 
One enterprising Moroccan 
has opened the “Hippie Bar” 
which has become another 
focal point for the foreigners. 
“Janet and Susan” and other 
travellers advertise “for a 
ride going north to Rabat. 


Will share expenses,” at its 
entrance. 
Though prices are double 
those of other places (a meat 
and rice dish of “couscous” 
costs three dirhams or 60 
cents here), they sit around a 
tiled courtyard with a central 
fountain listening to deafening 
out-of-date 
rock music 
be­ 
cause, as Belling explained, 
“there’s so few places to go 
and 
most 
people 
become 
bored after a time.” 
Disturbed by the foreigners 
dress, easy sexual habits and 
the inFuence they wield over 
local youth, many Moroccans 
here and in other hippie cen­ 
ters such as Tangier

Marrakech are showing their 


concern. 
They are especially frigh­ 
tened by one

some foreigners who make 
money by smuggling LSD into 
the country and selling it to 
local teenagers.

trousers are topped by a long­ 
-sleeved tunic with a pointed 
collar and five braided frog 
closings. It’s the very outfit 
that has 
prompted Western 
visitors to China to marvel at 
the “millions of ants in blue.” 
“Just the thing for wee­ 
kends in Connecticut,” said 
one salesgirl at the shop, the 
C o m p a g n i e Française de 
l’Orient et de la Chine.

On sale in Septem­ 
ber will be old Chinese gowns 
of brocade 
and

Shop owner Francois Daut- 
r e s m e heads a company 
which constructs French exhi­ 
bitions at fairs around the 
world. He went to China in 
1963 with one of the first 
groups of French tourists al­ 
lowed behind the bamboo cur­ 
tain.

“There is no other shop like 
mine that I know of,” the 
China trader said.

for his terrace. 
Dautrcsme said he found1 
t h e a n t i q u e embroidered 
gowns in one of the state-own­ 
ed antique shops. After 10 
trips to Peking, he still is 
negotiating to import Chinese 
antiques 
into 
France,

though a Chinese law forbids 
exporting any quality antique 
more than 100 years old.

Low-Cost Foods 
For Abroad: Easier 
Said Than Done 


NEW 
YORK 
(U PI)—-The 
search for low cost, nutritious 
foods that would eliminate or 
help ease hunger in half the 
world 
remains 
a 
baffling, 
frustrating one, a survey of 
agencies and companies in­ 
volved has indicated. 
Even with United Nations 
and government grants, food 
companies have made little 
progress, according to Alan 
D. Berg, senior fellow at the 
Brookings Institution. 
The reasons 
are varied: 
corporate inability or unwil­ 
lingness to get prices down to 
levels acceptable in low in­ 
come countries, the refusal of 
people needing nutrients to 
accept them because of taste 
habits, legal problems in un­ 
derdeveloped 
countries 
and 
lack of coordination between 
food companies and countries 
involved. 
There are some glimmers 
of hope, such as a new taste­ 
less and odor-less fish pro­ 
tein, but Berg is somewhat 
pessimistic. 
“ Great 
signifi­ 
cance should not be read into 


(the) flurry of corporate nut­ 
rition activity,” he recently 
told Harvard business 
stu­ 
dents. “ A reappraisal of the 
experience to date suggests 
that there is little to show in 
the way of nutrition improve­ 
ment.” 
Many firms which jumped 
on the bandwagon during the

DALLAS (UPI) —Remem­ 
ber Fabian? The guy with the 
catchy name who looked like 
a cross between Elvis and 
Ricky Nelson and sold one 
million copies of “ Tiger” ? 
Back in 1959 he was the 
biggest thing since bobby sox 
and penny loafers and duck- 
tails. Now he’s 28, married 
and a father, trying to make 
a comeback as an actor.

Fabian is currently touring

L o c a l r e v i e w e r s were 
unenthusiastic about the play, 
but hoorahed Fabian for his 
relaxed boyish appeal and his 
easy approach to comedy. 
“ They wanted Sal Mineo for 
the part first. They finally 
came to me because I was 
the only actor who had done 
this play,” Fabian said good- 
naturedly as he lit another 
cigarette. 
No Illusions 
He harbors few illusions 
about cut-throat competition 
in show business. He was 
“ discovered” as a teen-ager 
on his Philadelphia doorstep 
by record promoter Bob Mar- 
cucci, who balleyhooed the 
handsome son of a policeman 
into an instant star. Hits like 
the single, “ Tiger,” and the 
album, “ The Fabulous Fa­ 
bian” made millions. 
“ Actually I wasn’t really 
discovered, I was created,” 
he said. “ I could carry a 
tune, but that’s about all. The 
rest was all ballyhoo.” 
“ You grow up fast when 
you’re a star at 15. In many 
ways it was fun, but then you 
become conscious that you’re 
a business. I never did like 
tbit. 
Almost overnight 
Fabian 
won the American Bandstand 
popularity poll, the Cashbox 
award and decorated his den 
with gold records. 
“ 1 didn’t know who the hell 
I was. It happened too fast, 
too much, too soon, that type 
of thing. 1 was under a doc­ 
tor’s care a lot of the time. 
“ But I don’t think we were 
necessarily 
exploited.

He studied his cigarette. “ No, 
I think we all got out of it 
what we wanted.

“ I bought myself out. I 
can’t believe a boy of 18 mak­ 
ing all those decisions.

One of the few roles he re­ 
members with pride is his 
portrayal of a homicidal kil­ 
ler in a segment of TV’s “ Bus 
Stop” called “ A Lion Walks 
Among Us.”

in Africa and Asia, does not 
follow his late grandfather’s 
custom of accepting his con­ 
siderable weight in gold as an 
annual gitt from his faithful 
followers. 
Prince Karim, who was de­ 
signated Aga Khan by the old 
Aga Khan’s will in 1957, is a 
modest, 
modem 33-year-old 
w h o 
eschews 
ostentatious 
oriental ceremony. But he fol­ 
lows his grandfather’s 
ex­ 
ample 
by 
visiting 
Ismaili 
communities in India, Pakis­ 
tan, 
Kenya, 
Uganda, 
Tan­ 
zania and parts of the Middle 
East at least once every two 
years, and does so with a 
minimum of publicity. 
“They are working jour­ 
neys,” said one of the five 
men who constitute Karim’s 
brain trust and refer to him 
with fatherly affection as “H. 
H.’\ the abbreviation for His 
Highness. “For instance, on 
our last visit to Nairobi, H. 
H. met for 17 days with 27 
major Ismailis and other al- 
visers from 9:00 a.m. until 
5:00 p.m. and again from 9:00 
p.m. until well after mid­ 
night, sometimes until 4 a.m. 
He remained fresh and alert 
when the rest of us were near 
exhaustion.” 
Bypassed Aly 
Aga Klian III by-passed his 
p 1 a y b o y-diplomat son, Aly 
Khan, in selecting as his suc­ 
cessor 6-foot, athletic Karim 
—49th in direct descent from 
the Prophet Mohammed—and 
his trust was not misplaced. 
Karim’s father, Aly, was de­ 
voted to fast horses and fast 
cars.

Karim has youthful, dark 
good looks and his father’s 
smiling charm and receding 
hairline, but is of stockier 
build than the late Aly Khan. 
He speaks well, openly, and 
to the point, without the con­ 
descension of reserve often 
displayed by men of his po­ 
wer and wealth. His private 
fortune currently is calculated 
at $1.4 billion. This represents 
a considerable increase in his 
original inheritance through 
shrewd investments. 
Although his financial ran­ 
king is in a league with How­ 
ard Hughes, J. Paul Getty 
and a handful of other billio- 
n a i r e s , comparisons end 
t h e r e . 
Karim wears his 
wealth and position with easy 
grace and generosity. If vast 
wealth tends to create eccent­ 
rics with an abnormal passion 
for privacy, it has failed ki 
his case. 
He gives the Impression of 
an outgoing young executive 
headed for the top of the cor­ 
porate heap. He has a pheno­ 
menal memory for financial 
statistics and personal names 
and a knowledgeable grasp of 
world affairs based on study, 
travel and personal contact 
with political leaders. His res­ 
ponses to people and events 
are sensitive, never abrupt or 
calculated. 
Private Wealth 
Karim’s problems are basi- 


cally how to cope with politic­ 
al changes—often violent—in 
countries where Ismailis re 
side and how to invest the 
tithes which his followers tra­ 
ditionally turn over to him as 
Imam of their sect out of their 
annual incomes. His private 
wealth allows him to plow all 
funds from Moslem sources 
back into 
Ismaili 
commu­ 
nities, many of which are 
poor by Western standards. 
As a result, many Ismaili 
s c h o o l s provide education 
from 
kindergarten 
through 
high school and Ismaili hospi­ 
tals are often superior to gov­ 
ernment run hospitals in their 
locales. 
Ismaili 
educational 
and 
medical 
facilities 
are 
open to all persons, no matter 
what their religious persua­ 
sion, as a m atter of policy 
aimed at greater Ismaili inte­ 
gration into the social fabric 
of countries where Moslems 
traditionally have been looked 
upon as alien “Asiatic com­ 
munities” . 
This is particularly true in 
East Africa, to which Ismailis 
came as merchants and tra­ 
ders. Karim has advised his 
communities there to divers­ 
ify by taking up agriculture 
and other professions but of­ 
ten Ismailis are locked into 
their

interests 
and find agriculture, particu­

If Karim is an anachronism 
in the late 20th Century, he is 
a hard-working one. Letters 
signed 
“Your spiritual son 
(or daughter)” flood in from 
every Ismaili community ex­ 
cept that in southern Russia 
which is denied 
allegiance 
and contact with any author­ 
ity outside the Soviet Union. 
Karim’s correspondents ask 
for help, advise on education 
and employment, and adjudi­ 
cation of grievances. He and 
his advisers see that all are 
answered. 
The Aga Khan, as his sect’s 
highest personage of appeal, 
is often called upon to render 
final judgments on land dis­ 
putes, divorces, and other is­ 
sues. He personally performs 
reconfirmation 
marriage 
rites— as many as 50 
a 
day—on his Afro-Asian tours. 
When he is snow skiiing, wa­ 
ter skiing, yachting, playing 
tennis or commuting in his 
private Grumman plane, he 
knows papers are piling up on 
his desk. 
Karim lives

white Asardinian villa whose 
terraces overlook Porto Cer- 
vo’s yacht-filled port with his 
brunette English wife, Prin­ 
cess Salima, the former Sally 
Crichton-Stuart, and a bevy of 
Tibetan Chu-tze dogs. He and 
the Princess have a daughter 
and are expecting

child, hopefully a male heir, 
In October. The present heir 
is Karim’s bachelor brother, 
Prince Amyn, who accom­ 
panies Karim on his duty 
tours but always in a sepa­ 
rate plane in order to insure 
the succession in case of acci­ 
dent. 
Through international mar­ 
riages of his forebears, Ka­ 
rim is half British and a

His 
Moslem 
ancestors ruled Egypt in the 
Middle Ages and lived for 
generations in Persia under 
the protection of the Peacock 
Throne.

News specials, will he televised live from the 
National Archives Building in Washington.

“ It's very conceivable that we might he 
able to do all these programs on location," 
said Shad Northshield, producer of the new 
series which will he televised every three 
months during the next year. 
"O ur future programs might very well 
originate from the steps of the Majestic Hotel 
m Paris, if the Vietnam peace talks are con 
eluded or even from Peking, it one ol our 
telecasts is scheduled to he aired during 
President Nixon’s planned visit to mainland 
China." 
The National Archives Building was se­ 
lected as the site for the first program be­ 
cause that's where the Constitution, the Bill 
of Rights and the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence are physically stored. 
"O ur first program is hcavjl) loaded with 
constitutional topics," said Northshield. “ As 
a result, we couldn't think ol a more appro­ 
priate place from which to do the show 
than the actual home’ of the Constitution." 


Northshield. who has produced a number 
ol year-end news roundup programs for 
N BC . sees little comparison between those 
telecasts and "Quarterh Report." 


“ The year-end programs. In their ver\ 
nature, are sketch) in content." he explained. 
“ It's almost impossible to cover every ma­ 
jor news event ol an entire year in a period 
ol one or two hours.

"The year-end shows are generally con­ 
versation programs between various eoi re­ 
spondents who discuss their news beats," he 
said "On Quarterh Report.’ we have John 
Chancellor as duel reporter and Jack Perk­ 
ins. the NBC News West Coast correspond­ 
ent, as a reporter field producer. W e will 
cover stories as tfiex are happening. It need 
he, we also have access to ever) NBC News 
correspondent stationed around the world 
who can cover and file stories just for us." 
In order to make the shows graphically 
interesting, Northshield will utilize special 
film and videotape effects created bv Peter 
Max. 
"They will definitely he included in the first 
show," he said, "and max he used in future 
shows, too W e hope to he very creative in 
our use of visual - materials. In addition to 
the Peter Max graphics, we will utilize still 
photos, cla) models, motion picture footage 
and even miniature railroad cars with signs, 
if the) can help explain a topic we are cover­ 
ing." 
The programs will not onh serve as re­ 
news ol the major news happenings of the 
previous three months, hut will also tr\ to 
alert viewers of what to expect around the 
world m the immediate future. 
"II viewers ol Quarterl) Report* become 
just a little more knowledgeable ol the major 
news happenings in the world.

Lesley Warren has come a long way 
from the teen-ager who was type-cast as 
Cinderella in Rodgers and Himmcr- 
stein’s TV special. “I am not trying to 
change my image,” Lesley defiantly in­ 
sists. “I am what 1 am. It doesn't matter 
much to me what the public thinks.” ♦ 


My first impression of Lesley Warren 
went straight to the heart of both her 
show-business success and problems: at 
25 she looks 18. She has a beautifully 
proportioned figure, long auburn hair, 
brown eyes, freckles, a dean-scrubbed 
look—the personification of what was, 10 
years ago, everybody’s dream girl. 
Strange that such a girl was chosen to 
replace ultra-sophisticated Barbara Bain 
on “Mission: Impossible.” Not so strange 
that it didn’t work out. Said Lesley, who 
insisted she quit the show on her own, 
“The series is edited in such a way that 
the emphasis is on action, on quick cuts. 
It didn’t give me a chance to show what 
I can do.” 
Lesley grew up a bundle of frustra­ 
tions. “I’ve worked since I was very 
young, didn’t have any social life until 
1 was 17.” Her mother was a night-club 
singer who gave up her career when 
Lesley was bom. “She put all her energy 
into my younger brother Ricci and me. 
Too much erf it. My emotional ties with 
my mother were incredible. 
“I don’t remember my mother ever 
pushing me, but I can’t believe that a 
child of three instinctively wants to get 
out in front of an audience. Somehow 
the idea was put into my head. It’s a 
shame, m a way, because it makes you 
so under-developed in other areas. Emo­ 
tionally, 1 mean. You become a kind erf 
compulsive performer.” 
Lesley’s first Broadway play, “ 110 in 
the Shade,” was the kind of hit that 
made her happy. But “A Sign of Affec­ 
tion,” another play she was in, closed in 
Philadelphia before ever getting to New 
York. She recalled how after “A Sign 
of Affection” folded, she was emotion­ 
ally drained. “It was horrible. I was only 
18, and I couldn’t cope with it. 1 had to 
go away for two weeks with my mother 
to a spa in New Jersey to recuperate.” 
All of her personal relationships, she 
said, were unresolved. “1 was always 
looking for someone to guide me, in­ 
stead of a give-and-take relationship. A 
lot of fellows asked me out for a date- 
just once-because I was never really in­ 
terested in anyone—that is, until 1 met 
Jon (her husband Jon Peters, a bearded 
hair stylist and boutique owner).

“She built a 
better hut for Phi outside the hospital 
compound, and everyone agreed an evil 
spirit would prefer to live there instead 
of inhabiting a sick peasant’s body!” In 
short, the girl’s plan worked. 


Many teen-agers think they could get 
away with using drugs in a foreign 
country. Not so. There are more than 
700 Americans in jails in 46 countries 
on drug charges. Food and sanitary 
conditions are generally far below U.S.
